Novelty (N) and Inventive Step aS) 

None of the citations disclose the preparation of a texturised proteinaceous meat analogue, comprising an edible 
humectant system of glycerol and glucose, which has been prepared by subjecting the analogue to heat and 
pressure to produce an extruded hot lava product, as is presently claimed. Therefore the claimed matter is novel. 
It would not be obvious to a skilled addressee to choose glycerol and glucose as humectants, from the many 
possible humectants, in the manufacture. of a meat analogue subjected to the severe and stringent processing 
environment presented by hot lava extrusion. Therefore the claimed matter is inventive.
